(whose object was to oppose Japanese in 
all mensuros, which night evon result in 
death) were sent round to the assombly.

A tologram published: in another column 
aunounces that a/duel -hus taken place in 
Risin between Goneral Fock and Genoral 
Smirnoff, with serious tusulty'to Genoral 
Smirnoff, Tho canse of the duel was the 
finding of tho Port Arthur Court Martial. 
Without hesitatfon it might be stated that 
thin bloody combat will not be the last 
having as a cause the siege of Port Arthur, 
No doubt muny excieroes who succesfully 
avadud the deadly ells of Japan will 
-ultimately ‘spill, their ‘blood on’ Russian 
‘soil, But of Fock and Smirnoff the tine 
is opportune to give asketch of the men 


and their characters... ‘The bluod of one or 
both ‘would not be sufidient to wash out 


the: disginceful doings of tho Russian 
patriots... That stain iy indelibly stamped 
on the piges of Russian history... 
“The hero of the Rtisso-Turkish war, 
Goneral Fock, who glorified himself on ‘the 
hill of Shipka is art old wan, Before tho 
recont war he held n position as Chiof of 
Brignde of the East Siborian Artillory ab 
Dalny, Intellixent to a degiee, he was 
gifted with considerable foresight,. and 
deldum wero his pronouncements wrong. 
Hoe was proud ; a lover of fatne ; conccited, 


Vand an intriguer for popularity, To en- 


suro that his name would: be known to 
many of the Ruseisn pegple—to make the 
soldiers sing his praisoy-—o would lavish 
dollars here, thore and everywhere. “Sond 
it to your, wife,” he would say to the 
moujik us he handed him a smutl douceur, 
atid ‘say tht Genoral Foek sent it,” and 
the namo of Fock, Fock, Fock, was sent 
brond-rest about Russin, He lived for sclf- 
nggrandisement ; hia ambition was to be 
known as a hero. With tho foroign cor- 
respondonts.ho was constantly ssyociated 
He know the value of the press, and the 
advanti to bo guined by koeping 
friondly with the wielders of the pen.’ He 
was ultimately known by tho appellation 
of ‘Old Foek,” and was greatly lauded in 
tho foreign press. «He guined the title of 
General shortly before the war, and from 
tho begining of the compiign worked 
with remarkable application theugh’ sot 
always wisdom in the preparation of the 
defence scheme. 

At the end of 1903 General Fock, with 
his adjutant, Lieutenant’ Tasevith, went 
ow an expedition to the Yalu River and 
made a close survey of the territory there- 
abouts later despatching to the Viceroy 
a lebgthy report setting out the to- 
pography of tho couftry and emphasizing 
vtrategic features. Tn the organisation of 
the, scout service he was w leading officer, 
and was in the forefrunt in the development 
of thy Kwangtung defences. Af. one, tie, 
General Fock belicved that he would bo 
despatched with bis brignde to tho Yalu 
River, but the Viceroy and his staff 
did not desire energetic officers thore and 
Fock was nut sent forward, nor was ho 
called on the Military Council which ex- 
amined and prepared the Inter defences 
of the fortress of Port Arthur. aes 

Asn soldier and a tactician Fock’s 
methods were out of daté’ The fortifica- 
tions on the Falu were tits work, and their 
style wag on the lines of those which wero 
in vogue in the Russo-Turkish why. The 
modern was distasteful to Fock: However, 
his work ‘in the -defence of tho Kwantung 
coast will always stand to his credit, for it 
was duc.to his energy that the Japanese 
wore kept off in the early atages, Fock 
lost. most) of the power he might have 
wielded by hia inordinate love of finttory.”| 
The workors among his ofliters were soon 
roplaced by shallow-brained flatterors, and 
his chief.of staff Dmitrevsky was a young 
man oily of speech, a born flatterer and o 
coward —a man’ who at the Court Martial 
recently turned traitor on hig old General 
and gave danming evidence against him. 
Fock was by no means a bravo mon him- 
self, however. The battle of Nanshang 
tho resultant ‘panic promptly condemned 
him‘ as a tactician and proclaimed him a 
coward, The loss of that position was due 
only to Fock's early desertion of tho first 
line of defence. ? 

Everyono in the fortress knew well that 
after this Fock could not continue his com- 
mand as Chief“ of Defence, and public 
opinion was confirmed when ‘shortly after- 
wards he.was replaced by the unfortunato 
Genoral Kohdratenko.. Fock had no liking 
for this General. Continually he intrigued 
against bim--aud whenever possible levelled 
abuse at him, Particularly djd he wish to 
dixturb, the friendly relations existing be- 
tiveun General Stoessel nnd Kondratonko, 
but his efforts woro futile, Until Kon- 
dratonko was killed Stoessel remained his 
friend. On-Decomber 15, 1995, Kondra- 
tonko, waa killed in Fort No. Zand Fock ro- 
plated himns Chiof of Dafenca—his old post, 
Tho replacement of Fock in tho promicr 
-position . with . regatd...to the de- 
fenco was pornicious. Fock surrendered 
position after position’ to the’ Japanese, 
and for ‘over fostorod the idea in 
Stocssol’s mind of the surrender of the 
fortress. In tho Military Council Fock 
proclaimed tho necessity of surrender, and 
in memoranda Fock wrote in such 
deprecatory ‘att hat he complotely 
domorslised the son. His‘ sneers at

causo the latter, whilst lovirig flattery him: 
self, was also an adept in the art, and both 
Goncrala were companion enemics of Gen; 
eral Smirnoff. As a prisoner of war Fock 
was at Nagoya, Japan, and there wrote 
his momorandum, Later £ met him in 
Manchuria, und he, thinking he was a 

ritable oro,” continually, derided ther 
Japanese, At a lunch ‘at Harbin when 
tho prisoners of war returned hé mado a 
speech averring that Russia. had not lost 
the war, ‘*[ wad in Japon,” he doclared, 
and having examined the’ matter have 
emo to the conclusion that, Rassia hos 
not lost the war—that the falf of Port 
Arthur is nothing!" .

She declared to the interviewer: My 
sop will noversutrender himself, ) ill kill 
himself first,”) and the old woman sobbed 
bitterly. But Fock disappointed the ex. 
poctations of hie-mothor. and the Russian 
ywople. He did not kill himself—he sur- 
rendered. 

>And who is Smirnoff?’ He was highly 
educated—-n mau who finished’ in a 
Military Aendemy, as an engineer and 
un otticer of the gencrl staf, At the 
commencerment of the war he was Com- 
mandant of “the Port Arthur garrison, 
and being a well educated military man 
quickly understood that Port Arthur was 
‘not a garrison which could-be of service in 
anwar. Ele regarded the piece as a trap, 
and when Stoes T unsurped the power as, 
Chicf, Sinirnoff did not make the protes- 
tation that..be felt should bo made, 
When the garzison was Inter discontented 
with Stoessel ha wade no effort to allay 
the feelings of the men. His policy.wax 
to lay low—to wait his day. His sagacity 
told hitiy that: he would: yetnee 
come, to those who opposed “him ‘and'sa¢’ 
themselves in the seats of the -mighty, 
And it came in time. ; 

During the Court Murtial of Stoessel 
every opportunity was taken by Smirnoff 
to defame the defendant. Smimoff enjoyed 
a much better position than his enemy. 
During the siege he declined all respon- 
sibility, willingly accepting the onlora of 
his supericrs, -but at — ‘underground, 
engineering” he proved himself superb. 


Ho’ obtained tho assivtance of a corre-'. 


spondent and thro this man fired cri- 
tteisms and accusations at Stoessel, and the 
eurrespondent proved tho best defender of 
Smirnoff’s interests during the siege and 
after the war, At Port Arthur Smirnoff 
never visited the batteries unless absolute-~ 
ly compelled to do go and nt all times kept 
himself away from possible future condeim- 
nation, Wise in his yencration he could 
seo, that the future had a. bad time in 
store for those who assumed authority. 
He was quite willing and content that 
others should take all the authority 
that they felt disposed to accept. 

Goneral Kostenko, a very. great friend of 
Smirnoff, aot so lang ago issued a book at 
Kieff principally to laud Smirnoff, and the 
result of Smirnof’s cunning and the efforts 
of his friends was that ho was not punished 
nor censurol.
